10-month crime report improves

Romulus is starting to win its 
fight against crime. 

Statistics for the first 10 
months of 1988 show a seven 
percent decrease in crime for 
Romulus. Crime cases for this 
year number 4,269 while 4,606 
cases were reported in 1987. 

Police Chief Charles Wil- 
moth attributes the decrease in 
crime to an increase in police 
visibility and resident coopera- 
tion. "I like to think the police 
department is doing a better 
job, and I like to think the 
citizens are doing a better job . ’ 1 

Wilmoth explained crime 
prevention by citizens plays a 
large part in stopping crime. 
"Foeple are more cognizant of 
crime than ever before," he 
said. Now, Wilmoth added, 
people are remembering to 


lock their garages and shut 
their windows. They are being 
more cautious in general, he 
said. "People are looking out 
for each other." 

When the crime statistics are 
broken down, they indicate 
that crimes against individuals 
have increased by one percent 
this year. 

However, Wilmoth said some 
significant decreases have 
been made with breaking and 
entering crimes reduced by six 
percent and robberies down 
eight percent. 

In addition, the statistics in- 
dicate property crimes have 
decreased by 14 percent. The 
most notable decreases are in 
malicious destruction of prop- 
erty, down by 12 percent, and 
drunken driving arrests, down 
by 26 percent. 

While the decrease in total 
crime is encouraging, Wilmoth 


said the level of crimes against 
individuals is an important in- 
dicator of police effectiveness. 
That category is usually insti- 
gated by criminals, while other 
crime reports may refer to a 
police-initiated event, such as 
an arrest for drunken driving. 

Thus, crimes against indi- 
viduals are often referred to as 
index crime. The level of these 
crimes per every 100,000 people 
in a community is used to de- 
termine where each town in 
Wayne County stands crime- 
wise. A report ranking the 
crime level of each Wayne 
County community is pub- 
lished at the end of each year, 
Wilmoth said. 

Also significant for Romulus, 
said Wilmoth, is an increase in 
department initiated activity 
with narcotics by 33 percent 
and recovered stolen property 
by 72 percent. 


Wilmoth said the department 
is starting to put more effort 
into stopping drugs in Romu- 
lus. Now officers are specifi- 
cally assigned to narcotics, and 
the new manpower is making a 
difference, he said. 

In general, Romulus police 
are becc ning more visible and 
the wor^ i is spreading, said Wil- 
moth, "A message has gone out 
to criminals. If you come into 
Romulus you're probably 
going to be arrested," Wilmoth 
said. 

Although holiday crime tot- 
als are not in, Wilmoth said he 
is not expecting a large in- 
crease. Unlike communities 
with a large shopping area, 
Romulus does not face a "busy 
season" for crime he said. City 
police are kept busy through- 
out the year because of the in- 
ternational airport, he added, 
and the crime picture does not 
fluctuate with the seasons. 


Wilmoth retires, 
new police chief 
to begin Jan. 2

After completing the last 
three years of his career in a 
rapidly growing police depart- 
ment, Romulus Police Chief 
Charles Wilmoth is ready for a 
rest. 

Wilmoth announced his re- 
tirement last Tuesday. He will 
remain with the department 
until Jan. 1. 

Fred Dansby, currently 
police chief of Westland, will 
fill the vacancy effective Jan. 
2 , 

Wilmoth will be ending a 29- 
year career in police work with 
his retirement. He would have 
been with the Romulus police 
three years in March, Prior to 
that position Wilmoth worked 
for the Garden City police for 
more than 26 years. When he 
retired from Garden City, Wil- 
moth had already worked his 
way up from a patrol officer to 
chief. 

The role of chief has been 
especially fulfilling, said Wil-

moth. "It's a very rewarding 
job," he said. "You can start 
programs and see them bear 
fruit.” 

Wilmoth explained that as a 
leader, he had the ability to 
make changes, and turn ideas 
into reality.

Airport noise forum 
is scheduled tonight

Residents will have the 
chance to voice their concerns 
about airport noise during a 
public-information meeting at 
7 tonight. The meeting will be 
staged in the Romulus City 
Hall. 

Airport officials will discuss 
progress in the Part 150 Noise 
Compatibility Planning Study, 
Mike Conway, spokesperson 
for the airport, said the study 
attempts to create a plan of ac- 
tion to reduce noise impact for 
as many people in the area as 
possible. 

The study illustrates existing 
noise impacts and projected 
impact five years from now. 
The study was conducted in 
compliance with Federal Avia- 
tion Administration guidelines. 

People in the community 
were first told of the study dur- 
ing a public-information meet- 
ing Sept. 22, 1987, The study be- 
gan in late in 1986, Conway 
said, along with a Wayne Coun- 


ty master-plan update, an en- 
vironmental-assessment and 
an economic-impact study. 

The meeting tonight will con- 
centrate on the Part 150 Noise 
Compatibility Planning Study 
and the master-plan update. 

Public information meetings 
have been recommended by 
the FAA, not only to advise the 
public on the progress of the 
study, but to seek input, Con- 
way said. 

"We have a lot more in- 
formation to provide," Conway 
said. "What we're trying to do 
is foster communication both 
ways." 

Airport officials hope to 
emphasize a balanced solution 
to the impact of airport noise. 
They want to reduce the impact 
as much as possible, without 
disturbing the economic be- 
nefits the airport brings to the 
community. 

"You could cut the noise 
completely by shutting down 
the airport," Conway said. 
"That solution would upset 
more people than the actual 
noise does." 


Drugs: Mayor’s task force lists 1 988 accomplishments

Drug problems are ending, 
but Romulus citizens are more' 
aware of the problem and are 
willing to fight it, according to 
A1 Shelly, director of the Romu- 
lus Help Center. 

Shelly gave a progress report 
on the accomplishments of 
Mayor Beverly McAnally's 
task force on substance abuse. 
The task force was formed in 
December 1986. A meeting was 
staged Tuesday to determine 
accomplishments in the 
program. 

Shelly emphasized that task- 
force members cannot claim 
that drugs have disappeared 
from Romulus since the group 
was formed. Drugs are here to 
stay, he said. 

Instead, community mem- 
bers accept drugs as realities, 
and they have started working 


together to ease the casualties 
of them. 

The goal of the taskforce is to 
serve as a catalyst, promoting 
activities that deter drug abuse 
in the community. The group 
was formed one month after 
McAnally staged a public 
forum on drugs and asked 
citizens to express concerns. 

Since that time, the 15 task 
force members have sponsored 
a number of programs within 
the city and have created 
several of their own. Reports 
on most of the projects were de- 
tailed at the meeting Tuesday. 

Romulus Police Chief 
Charles Wilmoth said he has 
seen improvement in law en- 
forcement against drugs with- 
in the past two years. A "sting 
operation" by the department 
has targeted 22 area party 
stores, exposing those who sell 
alcohol to minors. 

Ais ,, department officials 
have received increased 


money because of forfeiture 
laws. The laws allow money re- 
trieved in a drug bust to be dis- 
tributed to the involved law- 
enforcement agencies. 

Romulus police officials 
have used the funds to purch- 
ase educational material and 
to obtain equipment for narco- 
tics operations. 

Another program recently 
initiated by the department is 
drug-abuse resistance educa- 
tion. In the program, Romulus 
policeman John Smagner 
speaks to fifth- and sixth- 
graders about the dangers of 
drugs. 

"It's very unique that the 
police department almost has a 
full-time officer involved with 
education in the schools," Shel- 
ly said. 

Police officials also initiated 
a 24-hour drug hotline - 941- 
DOPE - for anyone who has in- 
formation of drug activity 
within the city. 


Projects outside of the police 
force include a summer pre- 
vention program. Caseworker 
Jacque Martin-Downs spent 
the summer talking to youth 
groups. She stressed the im- 
portance of taking responsibil- 
ity for one’s own health and 
life. 

The task force was in- 
strumental in funding the pro- 
ject, Shelly said. Members 
obtained funds from the Gan- 
nett Foundation and the Romu- 
lus Police Officer Command 
Association. 

The program continued in 
the fall, with the distribution of 
educational material in party 
stores and churches, Shelly 
said. 

During the meetin g Tuesday, 
Mark Small, coordinator of the 
Youth Assistance Program for 
Youth, spoke. He said 86 per- 
cent of the people he works with 
can cite at least one family 
member with a drug problem. 


The program, operated by 
volunteers, is designed to offer 
support to young people facing 
problems with school or police 
officials. 

Additional programs have 
been workshops for business 
and industry members, Shelly 
said. The workshops focus on 
the importance of taking the in- 
itiative to recognize employee 
drug-problems and to do some- 
thing about them. 

Besides encouraging pro- 
jects, task-force members 
have been active in initiating 
them. One project has been the 
creation of help cards for teens. 
On the cards are listed tele- 
phone numbers for available 
services in the area, such as 
counseling alcohol and drug 
abuse 

Members of the task force 
meet the second Tuesday of ev- 
ery month in the communtiy 
room of city hall. The meetings 
are open to the public.

McNamara, county officials reach budget compromise

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara and coun- 
ty commissioners have 
reached a compromise on the 
1988-89 county budget, accord- 
ing to county officials. The 
agreement will end a budget 
battle and thwart the possibil- 
ity of a veto by the county ex- 
ecutive. 

McNamara satd last week he 
would veto the $254.3 million 
spending plan approved by 
commissioners because ?t 
would result in a $5.7 million 
deficit. 

Today, McNamara is ex- 
pected to announce that a 
workable agreement has been 
reached, and a veto will not be 
necessary. Details of the com- 
promise were not revealed in 


advance. McNamara was out 
of town earlier this week and 
was not available for com- 
ment. 

The 1989 budget approved by 
county commissioners Nov, 22 
and presented to McNamara 
was considerably different 
than the proposal he unveiled 
in October. The plan is for the 
county fiscal year which began 
Dec. 1 and ends Nov. 30, 1989, 

County commissioners cut 
jail expenditures and funding 
for child care and increased 
their own budget. 

McNamara was angered by 
the commissioners" version of 
the budget and insisted that the 
county would not be able to 
operate without a deficit. 
Although the commissioners' 
version of the budget did not 
change total spending, cuts 
were made in fixed-priced 


items, which w f ould produce 
the deficit, McNamara said. 

Commissioner Kay Beard 
(D- Inkster) said last week that 
the commissioners were work- 
ing within their boundaries 
when they presented the 
budget. 

“The executive always kicks 
and screams when we make 
changes to his budget/' Beard 
said. “But It's our job to dis- 
pose and his job to impose."" 

Beard was one of nine com- 
missioners favoring the new 
version of the budget. 
Commissioner Milt Mack (D- 
Wayne) voted against the plan 
because he disagreed with the 
way the budget process was 
handled. Mack said he would 
not approve the spending pack- 
age because he was not given 
enough time to study it. 

Mack attributed the lateness

of the budget to the inefficien- 
cies of the commission office. 

If McNamara had vetoed the 
budget, county commissioners 
would have needed to override 
the veto within 30 days. The 
county executive has 10 days to 
veto an action of the county 
Board of Commissioners.

Bright idea 

City workers see city 
decor in different light

For some people, the begin- 
ning of the Christmas season 
somehow seems more official 
with the appearance of lights 
and other holiday decorations 
along city streets. 

By this time of the year, most 
Romulus roads and buildings 
have already been adorned 
with garland, glitter and lights. 
Adding to the effect, a huge 
Christmas tree in the Romulus 
IGA parking lot towers over 
downtown shoppers. Even city 
hall is decked out with decora- 
tions. 

While most people expect 
these decorations as a normal 
part of the holiday tradition, 
few consider the work that goes 
into them. 

For Ted Gilliand, Len 
Smiegel and Ray Wheeler, city 
Christmas decorations take on 
a whole new light. These men 
work for the Romulus depart- 
ment of public works and are 
responsible for setting up the 
big downtown Christmas tree 
this year. They also are part of 
the crew that put decorations 
up along city streets. , 

The tree this year is 25 feet 
tall and displays 400 lights. 
‘'There's a lot of tree to deco- 
rate,” said Gilliand. 

Two days were allotted for 


setting up the tree, which was 
donated by Romulus resident 
Ralph Weaver Wheeler said a 
trailer had to be used to get the 
tree to its present location. The 
men then moved the tree using 
chains and equipment called a 
grade-all The tree is then 
placed in a stand and buckled 
down. 

The tree is the centerpiece 
for the annual tree-lighting 
ceremony to be staged Friday. 
Along with the tree lighting, 
there will be entertainment 
provided by the Romulus High 
School Band and local scouts, 
The evening is topped off with a 
visit from Santa Claus, 

Gilliand said Friday night 
marks the fifth year for the 
event. “It kicks off the Christ- 
mas season,” he said. 

It took Gilliand and his crew 
three days to light up city 
streets. For each light on a 
street post, two men are 
needed. One man steadies the 
ladder and passes the decora- 
tion to his partner. 

When asked what kind of de- 
corations they would like to see 
in future years, Smiegel 
laughed. “Lighter ones,” he 
joked. 

Gilliand added he would like 
to see some new decorations; 
some date back 15 years. 


Ambulance service not adequate, fire chief says

A study of ambulance ser- 
vices to Romulus residents in 
the past nine months has re- 
vealed a need for changes, 
according to Fire Chief Wil- 
liam Greenslait. 

Repeated delays in arrival 
time by the ambulance service 
contracted by the city. Com- 
munity Emergency Medical 
Service, concern the fire chief. 
Most C.E.M.S. ambulances 
have been arriving at 
emergency scenes nine mi- 
nutes after a call is dispatched, 
Greenslait said 

However, since the city 
started using the service in 
February, Greenslait has re- 
ceived reports of victims wait- 
ing up to 18 minutes for an 
ambulance. 

Currently, when a Romulus 


citizen needs an ambulance, he 
or she calls the police-fire de- 
partment emergency number, 
941-1111, A dispatcher then con- 
tacts C.E.M.S, officials. 

In addditon, emergency- 
medical technicians from the 
city fire department are sent to 
stabilize the patient before the 
ambulance arrives. 

Greenslait blames several 
factors for the reported delays. 

First, he said, two-thirds of 
C.E.M.S. ambulances are dis- 
patched from outside of the 
city. The firm is based in 
Taylor. 

United Ambulance Service 
was once housed in a Romulus 
fire station, but it left the city 
one month ago, because of a 
Sack of business, Greenslait 
said. 

Officials from many ambu- 
lance-service firms have re- 
ported a decline in business, af- 


ter Medicare funding for 
emergency transportation was 
eliminated, Greenslait said. 
Because of this, an exclusive 
ambulance service for Romu- 
lus may be unlikely in the near 
future. Companies such as 
C.E.M.S, must provide service 
for as many communities as 
possible in order to remain pro- 
fitable, the fire chief said, 
C.E.M.S, is being used by 
officials in Taylor, Allen Park, 
Southgate and Romulus. 

Another factor in the delay 
problem is the size of Romulus, 
Greenslait said. 

Romulus is 36 square miles in 
size, Metro Airport is located 
on 10 acres. 

At one time, two ambulance 
services were used - one for the 
west side of the city, the other 
for the east. Nevertheless, the 
city is too large for one busy 
ambulance service to remain 


effective, according to Greens- 
lait. 

The fire chief also blames 
poor communication and lack 
of familiarity with Romulus for 
delayed arrivals, Greenslait 
received complaints about 
C.E.M.S,, even when the city 
was serviced by two com- 
panies. At that time, company 
officials said, ambulance driv- 
ers were unfamiliar with the 
Romulus area. 

However, the fire chief con- 
tinued, directions given to driv- 
ers via the radio should be 
sufficient, 

Greenslait cited an example 
of the communication problem 
he feels exists. In November, 
an ambulance was called for a 
staff member at Hale Creek 
Elementary School, in Romu- 
lus. The dispatcher from the 
Romulus fire department, 
Greenslait said, gave direc- 


tions to the C.E.M.S. dispatch- 
er, but the information was not 
relayed to the ambulance 
driver. 

When the drivers arrived at 
Hale Creek, they did not enter 
the school, according to 
Greenslait. Instead, they con- 
tinued to search the area for a 
private-home address. 

The staff members was even- 
tually transported to the hos- 
pital, Greenslait said. 

Greenslait has met with offi- 
cials from C.E.M.S. and has re- 
ceived promises of improved 
communications and arrival 
times. Greenslait does not fore- 
see any immediate plans to 
contract a different service but 
said he is still looking into the 
problem. 

One possible option to ease 
the problem is the use of a tem* 
porary second service for the 
city, Greenslait said. 



Several trips are being planned 
for local senior citizens for the 
next month.

All interested people will be 
transported in the senior-center 
van.

Tax abatement revised for industrial development

Officials from the Wood- 
bridge Corp., who have applied 
for a nine-year tax abatement 
for a $13,9 million manufactur- 
ing facility in Romulus, were 
granted a six-year abatement 
by city council members 
Monday. 

Most council members ex- 
pressed support for the actual 
proposed development, which 
would occupy 20 acres of land 


in the Oakwood Industrial 
Park, Woodbridge officials 
have said the facility* which 
would be composed of two 
buildings, would bring 265 jobs 
to the city. The officials also 
said Romulus residents would 
be given highest priority for job 
opportunity. 

During a public hearing re- 
garding the abatement, com- 
pany officials explained why 
they needed the nine-year 
abatement. One reason cited 
was a problem with water 


pressure in the proposed de- 
velopment area. 

Installation of booster pumps 
are estimated to cost approx- 
imately $100,000. 

Prior to the hearing, Matth- 
ew' Raftary, director of the 
Romulus department of 
assessment, estimated the cost 
of building materials and 
machinery for the facility to be 
$13,9 million The development 
would net $37,700 in new tax re- 
venues annually for Romulus 
during the term of the abate- 


ment, Raftary said. 

In a tax abatement, company 
officials granted the tax break 
must pay only 50 percent of the 
total tax bill during the term of 
the abatement. 

Mayor Beverly McAnaliy 
had previously voiced support 
for the proposed development. 
In a letter to the city council, 
she wrote, “The $571 annual 
tax paid to the city currently on 
the property with no job crea- 
tion pales when compared with 
$37,693 at the abated level and 


the creation of 265 new jobs..." 

However, the mayor recom- 
mended granting a six-year tax 
abatement, which has been the 
standard amount offered by 
the city in past years. 

“I thought we came to an 
agreement that any tax abate- 
ment we OK is six years,” said 
Councilman Ellis Pennington. 

Pennington later moved for 
the council to act in compliance 
with the mayor’s recom- 
mendation, and his motion was 
carried unanimously.

young force, Wilmoth enjoyed 
many opportunities to bring 
about changes. 

Under Wilmoth's command, 
the positions of juvenile officer 
and crime prevention officer 
were established for the de- 
partment, Also, a Romulus 
narcotics officer is working in 
cooperation with the Drug Erv 
forcement Agency. 

Also, the department is now 
participating in a joint project 
with the Michigan State Police 
Department monitoring 1-94, 

Another new project for the 
department is a drug hotline, 
941-DOPE. The line is for any- 
one with information on drug 
activity within the city. Since 
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the line was initiated in early 
1987, the police department has 
seen an increase in reported 
drug cases, Wilmoth said. 

The chief said he is especial- 
ly proud of his participation 
with programs for young peo- 
ple. These programs include a 
cadet program for the depart- 
ment and participation with 
Explorers students. The 
second group allows high 
school students interested in 
police work to come into the 
police station and receive a 
first-hand look at the opera- 
tion. 

Because of the number of 
new programs and improve- 
ments seen in the department 
since he joined in 1986, the atti- 
tude of the community has 
changed, Wilmoth said. 

“People are starting to 
care,” he said, “They can see 
the department moving for- 
ward.” 

One factor he attributes to 
any success with the depart- 
ment is his relationship with 
people from the community 
and the rest of the staff, “I tried 
to make myself accessible to 
the community and other offic- 
ers,” he said, 

Wilmoth said while he enjoys 
his work, he looks forward to 
rest. “Life is not eternal,” he 
said. “It's time to walk away.”

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND APPENDIX A. ARTICLE XVII THE 
ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF ROMULUS BY AMEND- 
ING SECTION 17 03 (A) AND BY ADDING A NEW SUBSECTION <G). 
THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section I : This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Amended 
Zoning Ordinance. 

Section II: Amend ARTICLE XVII. Section 17.03. Subsection A. to read 
as follows: 

A. Outdoor storage of mobile homes, travel trailers, boats, snow- 
mobiles and other recreational vehicles ; subject to the conditions of 
Section 15.03, 

Section III: Amend ARTICLE XVII: Section 17.03 by adding a new 
subsection G, to read as follows: 

G. Long Term automobile parking facilities, car rental, carleas- 
ing and auto auction facilities subject to the following standards; 

1. Each use shall have direct access to a major thoroughfare 
which has a right-of-way at least one hundred twenty (120) feet 
at the time of development. 

2. Parking spaces, toll booths or any related structures shall 
be located at least forty (40) feet from any road right-of-way. A 
minimum twenty (20) foot wide landscaped greenbelt and 
berm shall be provided in this front yard setback along the 
entire frontage (with the exception of the driveway). Such 
greenbelt, berms and landscaping shall meet or exceed the 
requirements of Section 4.33. 

3. Lighting shall be installed inamanner which will not create 
a driving hazard on abutting streets or which will not cause 
direct illumination on adjacent properties. 

4. Such use shall be compatible with existing or proposed land 
uses in this zoning district and shall be consistent with the City 
Master Plan. 

5. Where the principal building is constructed at the forty (40) 
foot setback line, and where the front of such building is 
constructed of a decorative brick, then the berm shall not be 
required along that portion of the front yard 

6. On all sides abutting residentially zoned or used land, that

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School reform: Area lawmakers have mixed support

Local lawmakers have 
mixed views on the school- 
finance reform package prop- 
osed by Gov, Blanchard last 
month. However, most area 
legislators supported the idea, 
in a vote last week. 

Blanchard has proposed a 1 
cent sales-tax increase and 25- 
percent property-tax reduction 
that would generate $119 mil- 
lion new dollars for education 
statewide. A modified version 
of the bill has been approved by 
members of both state houses* 
However, members of the 
state Senate yesterday rejected 
the plan by a 20-16 vote. To 
appear before the voters in a 
special election, the plan needed 
two-thirds support from mem- 
bers of both state houses. 

Area lawmakers critical of 


the plan last week predicted the 
uphill battle for passage, 

Blanchard's proposal would 
exempt senior citizens from 
taxes levied by local school dis- 
tricts for school operating pur- 
poses. The state budget would 
reimburse the local districts for 
the exempted funds 
Blanchard s proposal would 
also cut business taxes by 10 
percent and place a cap of 28 
mills on the local tax levies. 
Other funds needed to operate 
the local school districts would 
be allocated by the state. 

Proponents of the legislation 
say it would return equity to the 
state school system, by provid- 
ing equal per-pupil spending 
limits in all districts. Current- 
ly, school officials in wealthy 
communities are able to spend 
far more per pupil than offi- 
cials in middle- and low- 
income school districts. 


Currently, the local tax-levy 
cap for school districts is set at 
50 mills. 

Before the November gener- 
al elections, lawmakers were 
considering a proposal to in- 
crease the sales taxes from 4 to 
6 cents. The proposal also cal- 
led for a 50-percent property- 
tax reduction. 

This week, some local law- 
makers are remaining critical 
of the current plan. 

According to state Treasurer 
Robert Bowman, the current 
plan will generate an additional 
$260 million for education. 
However, state Sen. William 
Faust (D-Westland) believes 
Blanchard's proposal is based 
on a 8 1 / 2- percent annual 
growth rate in the state. 

“And 1 believe that that’s a 
bit too high and unrealistic. 
And our finance people don’t

believe his figures are cor- 
rect,” Faust said. 

State Rep. James Kosteva 
(D-Canton Township) is also 
critical of the plan. 

“It fails to provide any 
meaningful reform in the way 
we finance our schools/ 1 Koste- 
va said Friday, “It doesn't 
address the crucial and serious 
problems of equity of funding 
in our schools* 

'"However, on the positive 
note, it does seem to reduce the 
burden of property tax in the 
state of Michigan/" he con- 
tinued. 

Both Faust and Kosteva 
voted against the plan last 
week. 

Kosteva’s colleague, howev- 
er, state Rep* Lynn Owen (D- 
Maybee), supports the idea. 

“At first, I had problems 
with this bill because of the 
apparent financial hardships 


and harm it would have in- 
flicted upon our senior citizens, 
who would lose some of their 
Homestead exemption. That 
problem was resolved by sub- 
sequent House amendments. 

“And I voted for this propos- 
al because it appears to be a 
step in the right direction/" 
Owen said. 

State Rep* Gerald Law (R- 
Plymouth) - who supported the 
proposal - believes the bill is 
"the best we are going to get at 
the present time/* 

“Although it is basically the 
governor’s proposal with some 
minor changes, this version 
appears to address the prob- 
lem of property-tax relief, 
while, on the other hand, pro- 
viding additional funding for 
education/' Law said. 

Faust, however, does not 
foresee any tax relief. 

“First of all, it’s a tax in- 


crease/* Faust said* “The 
homeowners in my district 
would not get a significant 
amount of tax relief - less than 
$800. But they would have to 
pay 1 cent more on the dollar in 
sales taxes. 

“They’re telling us that the 
bill would provide $260 new mil' 
lion for education, but the Sen- 
ate Finance Agency is telling 
me that figure is too high. It’s 
more like $111 million/* Faust 
continued. "I believe, that is 
giving false hope to our 
schools, who don*t need that at 
this time/’ 

“If this proposed law is im- 
plemented, the traditional 
manner in which schools are 
run and operated will be 
changed. The state would be 
taking local schools out of the 
hands of local people. Obvious- 
ly, I cannot support that/ 1 he 
said. 


Change in area census profile 
to affect local funding and jobs 


Changing state population is predicted 
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Demographic changes in 
Michigan are expected to have 
a dramatic impact on legisla- 
tive apportionment, school 
population and the job market 
during the next decade* 

After suffering population 
losses during the first half of 
the decade, Michigan has ex- 
perienced a significant period 
of growth which is expected to 
boost the state population to 
9*33 million in 1990 and as high 
as 9.8 million by 2000. 

In a report issued by Lawr- 
ence Rosen, state demog- 
rapher with the Michigan De- 
partment of Management and 
Budget, he projected that the 
total population will grow 
“modestly but steadily* 1 
through the end of this century . 

“Despite forecasts of re- 
newed growth through the end 
of this decade and into the 1990s, 
growth in Michigan and other 
states in the Great Lakes region 
will lag behind growth else- 
where in the nation, mainly in 
the south and west. As a result, 
Michigan could lose at least one 
and possible two seats in Con- 
gress after apportionment, 
based on the 1990 census, is con- 
ducted/" Rosen reported. 
“While it is impossible to deter- 
mine precisely where the re- 
maining congressional district 
lines, as well as state legislative 
district lines, will be drawn af- 
ter 1990, continued suburban 
growth throughout southern 
lower Michigan as well as rural 
growth in northern lower Michi- 
gan could be reflected in some 
increased representation in 
Washington and Lansing for 
these areas.” 

Rosen noted that, as the 
“baby boom generation” 
reaches its most productive 
and peak earning years, per- 
sonal income is likely to grow 
during the next five to 10 years. 


Moreover, with little increase 
in the number of children and 
only moderate expansion of the 
older populaton, growth in the 
demand for public services 
may ease slightly - relieving 
some pressure on state and loc- 
al governments and, ultimate- 
ly, the taxpayer* 

The state demographer also 
stated that the patterns of 
population growth forcasted 
for the next several years will 
have an impact on public 
schools in the state. That is, he 
said, we are likely to see grow- 
ing enrollment in suburban and 
rural fringe areas which are 
unprepared for increases, 
while many closer-in locations 
with larger and older facilities 
will face either stagnant or de- 
clining enrollments. In addi- 
tion, more pressure will be 
placed on the lower grades as 
the young children of the baby 
boom generation reach school 
age in the late 1980s and early 
1990s. 

“The aging of the Michigan 
population and the modest 
pace of population growth will 
ease the absorption of new en- 
trants into the state labor 
force/* Rosen said. “During 
the baby boom years, Michigan 


experience high rates of teen- 
age unemployment as the num- 
ber of young people consistently 
outstripped the creation of new 
jobs - particularly entry level 
jobs requiring little education 
and few skills/* 

Rosen sees the slow pace of 
growth among those aged 15 to 
24 will likely reduce teenage 
unemployment. It is also possi- 
ble, he said, that spot labor 
shortages will develop in the 
entry level and lower wage ser- 
vice sector jobs in suburban 
areas. 

“Despite projected in- 
creases in the older population, 
relatively slow population 
growth overall will add to the 
growing pressure on state hos- 
pitals and health care provid- 
ers, and it is likely that com- 
petition within the state health 
care industry will increase/’ 
Rosen reported. 

Rosen said it is imperative 
that the changes be “carefully 
monitored and that their im- 
plications be more fully under- 
stood so that changes in the 
needs of our population may be 
served better, that opportuni- 
ties for business and industry 
may be expanded, and that the 
quality of life for all Michigan 
citizens be enhanced*”

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Local environmental funding delayed

Proposal C t which was 
approved by voters Nov. 8, con- 
tains a recycling and compost- 
ing capital grant of up to $50 
million for municipalities to 
start or continue leaf compost- 
ing projects. 

But, according to some offi- 
cials, that money may not 
reach Wayne County for quite 
some time. 

"There is a lot of uncertainty 
about what the county is going 
to do," Ed Delhagen, waste 
management director of Van 
Buren Township. 

“To get those grants you 
have to be operating on a coun- 
ty program and Wayne County 
has no program and the way 
iVs going I don't think they will 
for quite a while." 

Due to the finite limitations 
of solid waste sites, alternative 
methods of leaf disposal are 
necessary, and composting is 


proving to be very successful, 
according to State Representa- 
tive Gerald Law- fR- Plymouth), 

‘ With solid waste disposal 
one of the major problems fac- 
ing our communities, we must 
look for alternatives to landfills 
as a means of handling gar- 
bage and yard waste," Law 
said. "Large-scale composting 
by municipalities could be the 
accepted method of leaf and 
garbage disposal. 

Delhagen, who wants to see a 
composting and recycling 
program in place next year in 
Van Buren, agrees that com- 
posting could be the answer. 

"Counties across the state 
have developed integrated 
w r aste plans where a larger 
community assists a smaller 
one," he said. "That isn't hap- 
pening in Wayne County. It's 
every community for itself and 
the state isn't going to listen to 
40 communities from Wayne 
County asking for grants." 

Composting is a process in 


which leaves and other organic 
material decompose under 
controlled conditions. The 
result is a rich soil conditioner 
which can be used as a mulch to 
improve gardens. 

Many department of public 
works officials from area 
communities are studying 
composting and recycling 
programs. 

"Right now we are looking 
into one and may start a 
compost pile soon," said Frank 
Boner, director of the Wayne 
Department of Public Works. 

The city of Wayne already has 
a program for picking up 
leaves, and leaves bagged by 
residents are taken to the 
incinerator. 

Jake Dingelday, director of 
public works for Canton, 
realizes there is a problem.

Federal food program offered 
to needy during the holidays

Thanks to the United States 
Department of Agriculture, 
students throughout western 
Wayne County enjoy delicious, 
nutritional meals, while saving 
the taxpayers 1 money. 

This past year, the USDA 
donated some $2 billion in food 
for nearly 15 million needy 
Americans and 24 million stu- 
dents.

(the USDA) work at improving 
the products every year." 

Hill receives 
delivery from the USDA of an 
amazing assortment of food 
products: apple juice, ground 
beef, beef patties, processed 
cheese, Mozarella cheese, 
Cheddar cheese, cherry pie fill- 
ing, butter, chicken, fish nug- 
gets, flour, different kinds of 
salad dressing, fruit punch, 
honey, macaroni, dry milk and 
folded pizza, to name a few 
items. 

To purchase all that on the 
open market, Hill said, would 
have cost the school district 
$68,800 in December. Instead, 
Hill paid $2,896, a savings of 
$66,004.

The foe is donated through 
the USDA commodity program 
come from farmers whose 
yields were too great for con- 
sumer demand.

ANGIOPLASTY- 
AN EXCELLENT 
PROCEDURE IN 
RESTORING BLOOD 
FLOW TO BLOCKED 
ARTERIES

Tremendous advancements in the 
treatment of heart disease are being 
made today. Among these is a fairly 
new procedure called angioplasty. 

CHOLESTEROL IS CULPRIT 

We are all becoming more and more 
aware of the effects of cholesterol on 
our arteries. These fatty deposits form 
plaque on the artery wall and stop the 
flow of blood that feeds the heart. 

This condition is called arthero- 
sclerosis. When this happens, our 
chances of having a heart attack 
drastically increase. 

Among the treatments for this disease 
are medications to dissolve blood clots 
and open arteries, bypass surgery, and, 
now, angioplasty, 

REDUCES NEED FOR BYPASS 
SURGERY 

This procedure is only a fen years 
old. Its use is expanding by leaps and 
bounds. In 1987, there were nearly 
200,000 performed in the United States.

Department at Oakwood Hospital, Dearborn, 
and maintains a private practice in Cardiology 
in Dearborn and Dearborn Heights 


Coronary angioplasty is often 
performed instead of bypass surgery. 
The procedure has reduced the need for 
open heart surgery and the length of 
hospital stays. Other advantages include 
greatly reduced cost, the ability to 
return to work in a few days, and a 
postponement of bypass surgery, if not 
altogether eliminating it. 

Another key advantage for the 
patient is that it is performed by the 
cardiologist, the patient's own 
physician— not another doctor. 


WHAT 18 "ANGIOPLASTY?" 

A small sausage-shaped balloon is 
inflated in a cholesterol plaque area that 
is blocking an artery. The balloon presses 
the plaque against the artery wall so 
that normal blood flow can resume 

The initial success rate is around 
90-95 percent the first time it's 
performed. There is a 30-35 percent 
chance that the artery will close within 
the first six months and the procedure 
will have to be repeated. 

Sometimes complications such as 
bleeding occur during the procedure 
and emergency' bypass surgery is 
needed. Therefore, a surgery team is 
always on standby when angioplasty is 
performed.

Cheesecake 
is a breeze 
for holidays 


More and more* it seems appa- 
rent that it's the small rewards in 
life that mean the most. 

This weekend, for instance, 1 
promised myself that if l com- 
pleted the Christmas decorations 
at the office* I would make myself 
a cheesecake. The only problem 
was my failure to complete the 
decorating before 11 p.m.

I’m going to make up for this 
broken promise* however, and 
make myself two of the wonder- 
ful* classic American treats 
tonight. In looking for my all-time 
favorite cheesecake recipe, I 
came across directions for two of 
the treats which I haven't made 
in years* but remember all too 
well* as do my hips, unfortu- 
nately. 

These are wonderful for de- 
sserts after any' meal, and really 
are easy enough to make for any 
occasion, even if it is only the 
family dinner. 1 may make them 
both, and considering the alcohol 
content, wait until the next time 
the decorating urge strikes and 
consume them both before I 
start. Hey* the best thing about 
being a grownup is being able to 
eat dessert first. Use me as a re- 
ference if anyone asks, 

Amaretto peach 
cheesecake 

3 tablespoons margarine 
1*3 cup sugar 
1 egg 

3/4 cup flour 

Combine margarine and sugar 
until light and fluffy. Blend in 
egg. Add flour and mix well. 
Spread dough onto bottom of 9- 
inch springform pan. Bake at 450 
degrees for 10 minutes. 

For the filling: 

3 frounce packages cream 
cheese* softened 
3/4 cup sugar 
3 tablespoons flour 
3 eggs 

1 Ifrounce can peach halves* 
drained and pureed 
1/4 cup almond-flavored li- 
queur 

Combine cream cheese* sugar 
and flour, mixing at medium 
speed on electric mixer until well 
blended. Add eggs* one at a time, 
mixing well after each addition. 
Add peaches and liqueur and mix 
well. Pour over crust. Bake at 450 
degrees for 10 minutes. Reduce 
oven temperature to 250 degrees. 
Continue baking 65 minutes. 
Loosen cake from rim of pan and 
cool before removing rim of pan. 
Chill. Garnish with peach slices 
and sliced almonds. 

Cappuccino 

cheesecake 

1 1/2 cups finely chopped nuts 

2 tablespoons sugar 

3 tablespoons margarine, 
melted 

Combine nuts, sugar and mar- 
garine. Press onto bottom of 9- 
inch springform pan. Bake at 325 
degrees for 10 minutes. 

For the filling: 

4 Bounce package s cream 
cheese, softened 

1 cup sugar 

3 tablespoons flour 

4 eggs 

1 cup sour cream 
1 tablespoon instant coffee 
granules 

1/4 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/4 cup boiling water 

Combine cream cheese , sugar 
and flour , mixing at medium 
speed until well blended , Add

GIFTS FROM THE OVEN 

Cookies will 
capture the 
holiday heart

Cookies, which are irresistible any 
time of the year* are ideal for the holi- 
day season. They make perfect gifts 
and may be served during family get- 
togethers and parties, 

Lorene Warden* who has made as 
many as 40 dozen cookies for the holi- 
days in past years* said most people 
succumb to cookie cravings. Thus, 
cookies rarely fail as gifts. 

“A lot of times, it's hard to decide 
what to give as gifts. But, 1 find, peo- 
ple always appreciate something 
from the heart and something from 
the oven,” Warden said. 

Warden’s cookies are always a big 
hit with her family, especially Santa's 
whiskers and snowballs. In fact* she is 
planning to send a package of snow- 
balls to her oldest son* who is in the 
Army and stationed in Germany, 

For those who do decide to send 
cookies through the mail, Warden 
suggests packing each in a plastic 
baggie and surrounding each bag 
with bubbled plastic. With this sys- 
tem, no one will receive a box full of 
crumbs* Warden said. 

In order for the cookies to be a suc- 
cess, patience is important* Warden 
stressed Most cookie recipes require 
at least one hour for the dough to chill. 
Many cooks are tempted to bake with- 
out waiting the full time. Other cooks 
are tempted to eat the dough before 
baking. 

Neither habit is advised, Warden 
said. 

For Christmas cookies, simple 
touches* such as shaping dough into 
trees or wreathes* may be effective. 
Warden classifies her cookie shapes 
into three basic groups: cut, rolled or 
dropped. 

She makes use of toppings, such as 
cinnamon* candy and cake frosting, 
to decorate the cookies. Also* food col- 
oring offers a number of creative op- 
tions, she said. 

Decorated cookies, such as ginger- 
bread men, are especially popular 
with children. Warden said Most chil- 
dren enjoy the chance to help bake* by

adding colored candy or sprinkles for 
final touches. 

All aspects of cooking are fun for 
Warden, who loves to be creative with 
food. 

“Since I’ve been 12 or 13 years old, 
I’ve been in the kitchen,” she said. 

Her mother was an avid cook but 
tended to avoid baking. Since her 
father often craved sweets* Warden 
began experimenting in home- 
economics classes and made desserts 
for him. 

Warden continues to experiment. 
Now, her children and husband reap 
the rewards. 

Her rendition of orange-glazed 
cookies has been popular with her 
husband. Another recipe, made with 
chocolate chips* is converted from a 
Mrs. Fields Cookies sample. 

Warden has supplied all of the re- 
cipes below. Many of the recipes are 
her own creations, and all of them 
produce delicious, tempting cookies 
which are perfect for the holidays. 

Santa’s whiskers 

1 cup butter (soft) 

1 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons milk 

1 teaspoon vanilla or rum extract 

2 1/2 cups flour 

3/4 cup finely chopped red or green 

candied cherries 

1/2 cup chopped pecans 

3/4 cup coconut 

Cream together butter and sugar, Add 
milk, vanilla or rum extract, flour, can- 
died cherries and pecans. Make 2 rolls, 8 
inches each. Cover with coconut Wrap 
rolls in wax paper and chill until firm. 


Cut into 1/4 inch slices and bake on an 
ungreased cookie sheet at 375 degrees 
for 10 to 12 minutes. 


Jumbo chippers 

1 cup butter 
1 cup sugar 

1 cup brown sugar 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 cups flour 

2 1/2 cups oatmeal (blend 1/2 cup un- 
til powdery) 

1/2 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
12-ounce bag chocolate chips (or 6 
ounces chocolate chips and S 
ounces butterscotch chips) 

4 ounces Hers hey bar (grated) 

11/2 cups chopped walnuts or 
pecans 

Cream together butter* sugar and 
brown sugar. Add eggs and vanilla. Stir 
in flour* oatmeal, salt* baking powder 
and baking soda. Add chocolate chips* 
Hershey bar and nuts. Using an ice- 
cream scoop, drop cookies on an un- 
greased cookie sheet about 3 inches 
apart. Bake at 375 degrees for 7 to 9 mi- 
nutes. Yields 2 1/2 dozen cookies. 

Lucky stars 

For the filling: 

1 1/4 cups ground walnuts or pecans 
1/3 cup sugar 
Dash of salt 


1 tablespoon melted butter 

2 tablespoons water 

Drop of maple flavoring 

For the dough: 

1/4 cup butter 

1/4 cup sugar 

1/8 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 teaspoon almond extract 

1 egg 

t 1/4 cups flour 

1 1/2 teaspoons baking powder 

Heat oven to 400 degrees. In medium 
bowl, combine filling ingredients. Mix 
well. Set aside. In large bowl* cream but- 
ter and sugar until light and fluffy. Blend 
in salt* vanilla, almond extract and egg. 
Lightly spoon flour into measuring cup 
and level off. Gradually add flour and 
baking powder. Mix well. On floured sur- 
face, roll dough to 1/frinch thickness. 
Cut with floured star-shaped cookie cut- 
ter. Place on ungreased cookie sheets. 
Spoon 1 teaspoon filling on each star. 
Bring 5 points upright Starting at the 
base of the dough* pinch seams together 
so points stand up* allowing filling to 
show. Bake at 400 degrees for 6 to 9 mi- 
nutes or until golden brown around 
edges. Yields approximately 3 dozen 
cookies. 


Candy-cane cookies 

1/2 cup butter 
1/2 cup sugar 
1 tablespoon milk 

1/4 teaspoon peppermint extract (or 1 
teaspoon chopped peppermint 
candy) 

1 1/4 cups flour 

1/4 red paste-food coloring 


Cream together butter and sugar. 
Blend in milk and peppermint extract. 
Slowly add flour. Mix and divide dough 
into 2 parts. Stir red paste-food coloring 
into 1 part. Leave the other as is. Chill if 
necessary until pliable. Roll (by hand) a 
7- or frinch (wormlike) roll of each color. 
About 1 rounded teaspoon should be 
enough. Lay the two rolls side by side 
and twist them together forming a cane. 
Place on an ungreased cookie sheet 
approximately 2 inches apart and bake 
at 375 degrees for 5 to 6 minutes. Yields 1 
1/2 to 2 dozen canes.

B ows and beads and bright 
shining papers That's 
how to wrap a Christmas 
gift with style. 

These days, it doesn't take a magi- 
cian to wrap a present It does take 
concentration, care and creativity.

Smart gift-buyers choose 
gifts that benefit kids 


I f you’re like millions of 
other shoppers, walking 
into a toy store at Christ- 
mas time may be over- 
whelming.

Proper Christmas-tree care ensures beauty 


Poinsettias need year-round care 


One of the most recognizable sym- 
bols of Christmas is the poinsetlia 
plant, which adds a festive holiday 
touch to any home. Loren Blum, 
nursery buyer and horticulture 
training director of English Gar- 
dens, 

* 4 With the proper selection and 
care, poinsettias will last through- 
out the Christmas season and flower 
again next year. 

Following are some tips on caring 
for a poinsett ia 

• Choose a poinseftia with dark 
green foliage. Fallen or yellow 
leaves indicate poor fertilization or 
root disease. The colorful leaves in 
red, pink, white or multi-colored 
marble should be large and have lit- 


tle or no pollen showing, 

• When taking the plant outdoors 
in winter, make sure the plant is 
well-wrapped. Exposure to low 
temperatures for even a short 
period of time can cause leaves and 
flowers to turn browm and fall, 

• Place the poinsettia near a sun- 
ny window or other well-lighted 
area Do not let any part of the plant 
touch cold window panes 160 to 70 
degrees is the ideal growth temper- 
ature.) To keep the pomsettia in 
bloom for the maximum amount of 
time, place it in a cooler room at 
night (55 to 60 degrees is ideal.) 

After the holidays, flowers will re- 
main on the plant for several 
months, ■ 


E very year, more than 32 
million Christmas trees 
arc sold in the U S. The 
most popular species sold 
are Scotch pine, Douglas fir, balsam 
fir, w hite pine, Fraser fir and spruce 
trees, according to Loren Blum, 
nursery buyer and horticulture 
training director for English Gar- 
dens. The preferred species for a 
Christmas tree is usually handed 
down from generation to generation. 

"The right Christmas tree is an 
individual decision," Blum said "A 
tree that’s right for one person, may 
be wrong for another. Beauty is in 
the eye of the beholder.” 

But that doesn’t mean that any 
tree will work in any home. Blum 
recommended considering the spe- 
cific characteristics of the tree such 
as size, shape and branch structure 
before buying. 

"When shopping for a tree, consid- 
er where it will be placed in the home 
and w hether that area will accommo- 
date a tall, slender tree, a large, bul- 
kier tree or a well-rounded, shapely 
tree,” Blum said, "Each tree has 
specific characteristics.” 

For example, sheared pines, in- 
cluding Eastern White Pine and 
scotch pine, are fairly dense, with 
very little open space between bran- 
ches for displaying ornaments 


Spruce trees, such as Colorado Blue, 
Norway and white spruce, have 
short, stiff and prickly needles that 
protrude from the twigs. These stur- 
dy branches provide ideal support 
for hanging ornaments. However, 
Firs are symmetrical and usually 
pyramidal with uniformly spaced 
branches. The most common types 
are balsam, Douglas and Fraser. 


When provided with adequate wa- 
ter, firs have excellent needle reten- 
tion, 

“Firs are the most durable trees 
for indoors and most often chosen 
for Christmas trees nationwide," 
Blum said, “The strength and tier- 
ing of their branches along with the 
structure of needles makes them 
least susceptible to needle drop . ” 


When selecting a tree, make sure 
it is fresh, When stood upright and 
shaken on the ground, it should not 
lose many needles. If a needle is brit- 
tle and breakes, the tree may not be 
fresh — if it bends, the tree is fresh. 
The tree should be fragrant and 
have good green color. 

Once a tree is selected and taken 
home, proper care is essential to 
maintain beauty and freshness. 
Make a fresh cut across the butt of 
the trunk, approximately 1 to 2 in- 
ches from the original cut. Stand the 
tree upright with butt and complet- 
ley submerged in water, 

Christmas trees usually do not 
absorb water quickly enough, even 
when kept constantly submerged," 
Blum said. Additives arc available, 
which can be used to enhance this 
process." 

A 6-to 8-foot tree in a warm room 
uses 3 to 4 quarts of water per day for 
the first few days. Fresh-cut trees 
require 2 pints to 1 gallon of water 
each day, so be sure to check the 
water level daily. 

Once the tree is indoors, place it as 
far as possible from heat ducts, 
radiators, fireplaces, television sets 
and stoves. Always unplug the tree 
lights before leaving the house or re- 
tiring for the evening, to prevent a 
fire hazard ■

Shoppers offer holiday 
cost-cutting shortcuts 


Hoping to cut comers and costs 
this Christmas? Being successful at 
cost-cutting requires great skill, 
according to local shoppers surveyed 
at Westland Center last week, 

“The first way [ save money dur- 
ing the holidays is by buying less and 
looking for less. But, seriously, 1 took 
through the advertisements/* said 
Dale Richardson, of Femdale, 
formerly of Westland.

pendent or group play? Children 
have the same likes and dislikes as 
adults, so it’s important to learn 
what you can about the child as a 
“person.” 

Consider toys that are active. Re- 
member, in addition to intellectual 
and emotional development, chil- 
dren need to develop and strengthen 
their bodies. Whether it be the de- 
velopment of small muscles in the 
hands and fingers or improving and 
perfecting eye /hand coordination, 
many toys are active in nature and 
allow the chdd to foster his or her 
manual dexterity. 

Select toys that have variety. Chil- 
dren are constantly changing, and, 
as their worlds expand, their toys 
need to hold enough variety in terms 
of color, shape and size to remain 
attractive and challenging, accord- 
ing to Gibson 

Consider the individual attributes 
of the child. Evaluate the child’s 
physical strength and dexterity, 


ability to actually understand a toy 
or game and the child’s emotional 
capabilities. Even within the same 
age group, no two children are 
alike, so read the description on the 
back of the box befor you make any 
purchase to make sure the toy is 
appropriate for the child. 

Consider the toy’s safety features. 
Gibson says toys with smaller parts 
that can come off easily are more 
suited for older children. Younger 
children may not understand these 
toys and run the risk of swallowing 
individual parts. Toddlers should 
have larger, more easily handled 
dolls while older children seem to 
prefer small dolls. Match the toy to 
your child's ability to use the toy 
sensibly and make sure adequate 
and clear playing instructions are 
included. Items for children’s play 
must also be non-toxic, especially 
for those younger than 5. 

Even if you have no children, 
shopping for Christmas toys can be 
an exciting and educational experi- 
ence, one you may even look for- 
ward to repeating again next year.H
